Liatris sc.ariosa (L.) Willd. Ohio plants ajjpear to I)e relatively 
abtmdant, l)nt prcdt)niinantly in the sotuhern counties which extends 
the range ol the species westward. Intergrades to /.. borealis, and L. 
aspera Michx. were found. I'he following collections ha\e been provi¬ 
sionally traced to L. srariosa as described in Grav’s Manual. coi-Lixi ion 
data: V'inton (>>., Vdnton 'rw|).. Sec. 22. roadside on ridgetop, fatiice 
Heal ley, .\tigusi 30, 1952. Other collections from Adams. Athens, Erie, 
Fairfield. Franklin. Fidton, Jatkson. .Meigs, Perry, Pike, Ross, and Scioto 
counties.
